Although weather conditions for c u t­ 
ting an d husking corn and tho filling 
of silos has been very favorable, farm 
erg in Bucks and adjacent counties a n 
looking for a rain in order that the) 
will lose no time in doing their Fall 
seeding. As yet the situation has not 
become alarming, but at the same Unit 
th fa r m e rs are beginning 
to 
realize 
that a rain is badly needed. 


A large am o u n t of acreage of wheat, 
rye and some barley rem ain s to be 
sown, but because of the dry weather. 
it is impossible to do this. 
In some 
places 
fa rm ers find the grou nd to< 
hard to plow’. 


In spite of the fact th at farm ers c a n ­ 
not proceed with this work, they art 
busily engaged in oth er lines. This in­ 
cludes the cutting a n d husk ing of corn 
picking tomatoes in the lower part ol 
the county an d the harve sting of the 
apple crop. 


Commen ting on 
the 
dry 
weather 
conditions, County Agent William F 
Greenawalt, 
Doylestown, 
said 
this 
week that the lute vegetable crops art 
beginning to Buffer. They include r u t ­ 
abagas, broccoli, celery, carrots, beets, 
spinach and parsnips. 
While making 
his round s throughout the county Mr. 
G reenaw alt said he as yet 
has 
not 
found a shortage of water, although 
many of the beds of st re a m s are dry 
At no place has he found it necessary 
for the fa r m e rs to 
c arr y 
water 
for 
their cattle. 
In addition to harves ting the corn 
crop, the farm ers a re picking apples 
and next week many of them will begin 
to dig the late potatoes. 
The E uropean corn borer, according 
to Mr. Greenawalt, has been creating 
a large a m ount of havoc, especially in 
the lower end of the county, where a 
60 per cent infestation has been 
re 
ported. Iii that section the corn yield 
has been reduced to some extent. The 
infestation this year has been found 
as far no rth as Plumstead and Bed 
minster townships, hut a re a s north of 
those districts are not as yet infested 
The task which now confronts Mr. 
Bree a s wa It is to convince the far mers 
that they must take drastic action in 
an att empt to preve nt the spread of 
the borer. Unless this is done during 
the Fall and next 
Spring, 
there 
is 
every probability that the- infestation 
will be found in the uppe r pal t of the 
county 
next 
Summer. 
Fo r 
many 
months Mr. Green aw alt has been ad 
dressing f a r m e r s ’ clubs and other o r­ 
ganizations in reference to the danger 
of the spr ead of the borer and be will 
continue to do this until the farm ers 
are made to realize that they will have 
to play a very im portan t part in the 
prevention of its spread. Next month 
he will a d d re s s the Horsham F a r m e r s ’ 
Club, and during the coming Winter it 
is expected he will give h u n d re d s of 
farmers advice along this line. 
The farm ers, it has been pointed out 
by Mr. G reenawalt. will have to do 
a good clean up job with the fodder 
and stalks.
